Of a generous nature 
lerself, she could not understand

:wecn the Saxon and the Celt, .and 
when "the union of hearts'" idea 
was suggested, «he became its ardent 
supporter. 


To unite the two peoples in senti- 


ment was the first dream of Maud 
3onne, and one which she still 
cherishes. 


For years Miss Gonne worked 


among the evicted tenants, sparing 
neither her strength nor her money, 
and when the amnesty campaign, 
ooking to the release of the Irish 
wlitical 
prisoners from English 


irkons, was inaugurated, she was 
ts ssealous and energetic propa- 
gandist. 


Recently Miss Gonne visited the 


west of Ireland and started a move- 
ment to celebrate the landing there 
of the French under General Hum- 
bert. 
Her idea in so doing was to 


put new flame and ardor into the 
nationalist cause. Her visit to Am- 
erica is in line with the same senti- 
ment, save that she desires to di- 
rectly encourage the great "move- 
ment of '98"— that stupendous pil- 
grimage of Irishmen living abroad 
to the home land and the colossal 
demonstration which is to attract 
the attention of the whole civiliised 
world to Ireland's battle for free- 
dom, as well as to keep green the 
memory of the heroes who fell in 
armed conflict for liberty a hundred 
years ago. 


Like most of the other national- 


ists, Miss Gonne has rather given 
over hope of securing justice for 
Ireland through the 
"union of 


hearts" method. Revolution is ''dis- 
cussed now, and Miss Gonne, deli- 
cate, refined, womanly, has repeat- 
edly expressed the confidence which 
she feels in the suppoot of the 15,- 
000,000 Irish people who have found 
homes in America when the hour 
comes for the ringing of the tocsin 
of Irish independence.

Possibly it was due to the unique 


character of the industry, but my firs 
Tidt to a big bell foundry left a lasting 
and vivid impression on JT.y mind. Th 
exterior was prosaic enough, with its 
bare brick walls and infrequent, smoky 
dingy window*. The first glimpse of 
the inte^iflr.was uninteresting too. Btt 
when after passing through the big 
and comfortable offices and the barren 
pattern room I stepped into the grea 
room where the monarchaof sound real 
ly come into being I realized that 
was no ordinary workshop. Over in on< 
comer the dim daylight waa streakec 
•with flashes of gorgeous color and grim 
wen worked about Mating pots. 1 
reminded me of one of the scenes from 
In ing's "Faust"—that one in which 
Mepblstopbeles takes the wicked doctor 
ou a little underground scouting trip. 


Bnt there was really nothing gaper- 


natural about either the pots or the men. 
The latter were1 the bellmakers and the 
blazing pots were the crucibles in which 
tbe bell metal was being prepared. 
There is a certain fascination about an 
iron furnace, and there is no denying 
that a stream of molten metal has a sort 
of savage, terrifying beauty all its own, 
bnt boiling copper has far greater 
charms. When a crucible lid was lifted, 
a flood of rainbow tinted light streamed 
up into the seraidarkness. Orange, vio- 
let, rose pink and bright green of the 
most delicate and vivid hues danced 
above tho bubbling metal It was dis- 
tinctly weird and impressively beauti- 
ful.In gpite of frequent denials the popu- 
lar notion still survives that more or 
lesa silver is used in making bell metal. 
As a matter of fact copper and tin are 
put into the metal pots when a bell ia 
to be made, the alloy being arranged ac- 
cording to the ideas of the particular 
smelting master who has charge of the 
work. Four parts of copper to one of tin 
it an avenge ratio, and, although this 
is modified in a hundred ways, the pro- 
portions are never radically changed. 
Small quantities of Kilver ate, it is true, 
sometimes used, but only as a matter of 
sentiment when contributed by individ- 
uals or societies interested in the bell 
The bell founders themselves never buy 
any silver for Kich a purpose, and they 
are ama*ed at the dense ignorance dis- 
played by people whose first question

Nowadays snch ac- 
cidents are avoided by the use of the 
sheet iron covering over the cope, but 
even with this precaution an explosion 
is possible.

Bells of large size must be left to cool 


for several days in the mold, the larger 
the bell, the longer the time. But at 
last the earth is shoveled out of the 
pit, the iron shell of the cope removed 
and the clay skin of the mold broken. 
By means of a ponderous crane the great 
bell is lifted out of the pit It is then 
smoothed and polished and hung iu the 
tuning worn. If it is part of a chime, 
its tone most not only be pure, but of 
such a pitch M to harmonize with the 
wgt So accurately do bell founders 
know just what dimensions will produce 
a certain .tone that sometimes a set of u 
dozen bells come from the molds each 
with tbe exact tone needed. These are 
called "maiden chimes" and are consid- 
ered of much more virtue than those 
•whose tone most be altered by chipping 
and planing. 


As to the technical terms used in de- 


scribing the various parts of a bell, the 
sharp edge of the open month is known 
as the rim: the spreading part above, 
where the clapper striken, the "sound 
bow;" the narrowest part, still higher

along the Union Pacific. 


Binco the big find miners have been 


swarming into tho vicinity from all 
part* ot the west and excitement is at 
fever heat The customary mining ex- 
pert!! have bobbed up and have enthusi- 
astically declared that tho surface indi- 
cations are richer than those of Lead- 
ville or Cripple Oreek. (jnurtz showing 
gold can be picked up all along the can- 
yon and from these pieces of float some 
wonderfully alluring assays have been 
made. 


What the prospectors! pin their hopes 


to is the chance of finding the "mother 
lode," or original vein, from which 
these pieces have been washed as out- 
cropping*.

All sorts of fascinating stories are 


being told about the Mountain of Gold. 
Here is a sample: "Pieces of float nc 
larger than hen's' eggs have been found 
to contain from 50 cents to $1 worth oi 
free gold and chosan. chunks have assayed 
as high m 971,000 a ton." 
When it is 


considered that ore which yields |CO tc 
tbe ton, abort the value of rock taken 
from the fameftB Portland mine at Crip- 
ple Creek, is considered rich, it will be 
seen that this is a good story to tell. 


The mountain is traversed by nine 


great parallel dikes of heavily mineral- 
ized quarto These dikes are all tech- 
nically described as "cropping" and 
stand ont as plainly as the rows in a 
oornfleld. 
They are separated 
from 


each other by quartet to and mica schist, 
and the miners believe that iu the bowels 
of the mountain they converge and form 
one great body of ore.

GifuUo Tunnel to Connect ManhmttMi 


bland and Brooklyn. 


Work is soou. to be begun 011 a gigantic 


$10,000,000 tunnel which is to connect 
the two groat boroughs of Greater New 
York—Manhattan and Kings. The tun- 
nel is to run from the Brooklyn terminus 
of tho Long Island railroad to a station 
in New York near the North river. By 
a gradual incline it will drop ont of 
sight, pursue its way under Brooklyn, 
dive under the East river, reach the New 
York shore at a point under Maiden lane 
and continue on under Broadway and 
cross streets until it reaches the western 
edge of tho island, where there will be 
a temporary terminus. In time, how- 
ever, it will be pushed through under 


I the North rivor until it emerges in Jer- 


sey City on the opposite shore. 


A double track electric railway will 


be constructed in the tunnel, and this is 
expected to solve the vexed-question ol 
rapid transit between the two great sec- 
tions of tho metropolis. Besides the east- 
em terminal there will bo a station in 
Brooklyn and two in New York. These 
will bo reached by elevators. 


At tho easterly end the tunnel will be 


carried under the streets of Brooklyn in 
a horseshoe shaped arch of masonry 
18>5 feet in height and 25 feet in width.

They aro also 
fine bodied black birds, showing oil ir- 
idescent metallic greeii sheeu upon their 
magnificent plumage. So these birds, 
with their long, deep breastbone and 


j white skin and flesh, iufused many good 
qualities iuto the breed. 


"The feathers down tho legs had to 


be disposed of, aucl to do this I sough! 
out all tho Langshaus that wcro pro- 
dnced without feathers on tho legs. 
These. Laugshaus laid earlier than tho 
feather legged oues, and, with their 
breasts curved hi that peculiar way 
which denoted strength of constitution 
and their liuo qualities, soon sec their 
stomp of real excellence upon the birds 
So with the 'wastrels' (wasters) from 
the good breeds I formed the Black 
Orpingtons, using birds that represent- 
ed the three continents—»iz, liinorcas 
from Europe, Langshaus from Asia and 
Plymouth Bocks from America—and 
three varieties that were, looked upon 
as three of the best for general purposes 
that England possessed." 


Thus were tho original Orpingtons 


mada Somo people objected that tho 
single combed birds were so like.

Bbans, and Rose Combed Orpingtons 
were next made by substituting a Bose 
Combed laugshan mala The White 
Urpiugtous came next and were made 
hy crossing White Leghorn cocks aud 
Black Unnibnrg hens, and the pullets of 
this cross were every one white. 


To make the Buff Orpingtons three 


varieties vrere crossed. First, Golden 
Spangled Hamburg cocks were mated 


_ with Dorkings. Thu reddish brown prog- 
j euy were by far the best layers of this 
cross, and, having selected the best lay- 
ers of these, he mated a Buff Cochin 
cock with them, and about two oat of 
every dozen came with cluan legs. By 
careful breeding he has be«u able to get 
five distinct strains. 


The Orpingtons have all the strength 


and vigor of crossbreeds, and ns egg 
producers, especially ia antuniu and 
waiter when eggs pay the creamy prof- 
its, they are remarkable. They lay like- 
wise the tinted eggs which command a 
premium in the market. Thoy are of 
large size, are short legjjed, chunky 
bodied, and with the round full breast 
which indicates strength ant! vinor. 
and for ail all purpose fowl for the Eng- 
lish market they seem to bo just right. 
For the American market they have a 
most serious defect in their white flesh 
end legs. The blacks have black legs, 
which is a disadvantage also in the 
English market

strongly fertilized eggs whole gram is 
the best, and if fowls have free nmge 
corn :st the best of the grains, care be- 
ing taken, of course, not to feed too gen- 
erously to make them overfat. 1 have 
noticed for a longtime that hens fed al< 
most exclusively on whole corn lay rich- 
er eggs, with higher colored yolks, thau 
those fed on a more nitrogenous ration 
for the purpose of getting the greatest 
n amber ot eggs. This led me to tfiink 
that corn and whole grain would give 
better eggs for hatching, and npon ex- 
perimenting I fcrand it trne.~J. K. Stev-

Tbe samo plan is suggested for use in

For such 
pnrpowa u tighter chamber is required 
than is needed for Smoking meat This 
tightness can be secured by wrapping 
cloth about tho point of union of tbe 
two barrels, while no opening need be 
made at the base of-the lower barrel. 


Barnyard Manure. 


Barnyard lunnnre is relatively defi- 


cient iu phosphoric acid, as compared 
with ammonia and potash, nnd tbe ex- 
periments of tbo Ohio station indicate 
that phosphoric acid is the conititnent 
most needed on the majority of Ohio 
soils, bnt that it only produces its fnll 
effect in tho presence of ammonia and 
potash. The price of acid phosphate has 
fallen during recent years until it can 
now be bought for delivery anywhere 
in Ohio at prices which bring its actual 
phosphoric acid below 5 cents per pound, 
and as tbe sprinkling of acid phosphate 
or superphosphate on barnyard manure 
is believed to have a beneficial effect in 
preventing tbo waste of ammonia from 
the manure, it would setm that tbe use 
of acid phosphate in this muuncr might 
serve tbe double purpose of preserving 
the ammonia of the mftncrc and in- 
creasing tha effectiveness of both its 
ammonia aud potash. 


Experiments ou this point are now ia 


progress at the Ohio station. 


Banei For Munrt, 


No method has been found which is 


entirely satisfactory for preparing bones 
for distribution as a fertilizer without 
running them through a mill prepared 
for grinding them or treating them with 
sulphuric acid. 
Country Gentleman 


says: "If gome strong wood ashes can 
be procured, the bones, after having 
been broken with a sledge hammer, may 
bo treated by placing them in layers 
and covering with ashes. These should 
b»- kept quite moist, aud in the course 
of six or eight mouths most of the bones 
will have been broken down. Those 
which remain j-omewhat bard may be 
crushed by means of an iron sledge. 
Th^ probably will not bo fine enough 
to distribute by means of a drill, but 
they can be applied by band in the drill 
or sowed broadcast with the ashes."

A Massachusetts correspondent of 


Country Gentleman gives an illustrated 
description of tbo method of construct- 
ing celery houses at Arlington, near 
Boston. He writes: 


The houses or pits are built about 80 


feet wide. The outside* are built of 
plank about three feet high and five feet 
high in the middle. Tho loam is shov- 
eled ont go as to make a bunk about two 
feet wide all round tbe pit, no aa to be 
frostproof. Ths houM is covered with 
10 foot pine- boards (the sane as wo uss 
for blanching tbe Celery), and these in

Now 
it should be fidcd up both inside aii(:

by the use of tar paper aud good lumber. 
Some marsh hay should bo pnt on top 
when the filling ib done. An icehouse 
built this way will do very well with- 
out any f aw dust cr material of that 
kind. They are sometimes made with 
two or even three dead air spates, 
which, of course, will preserve tbe ico 
better thau one.

I 
once gave seven dollars to hear Jenny 
Lind sing; I never will give a cent 
to hear a man gronu. Up with the 
blinds and throw back the shutters, 
and let the Morning, light come in. 
There is not so much religion in the 
dampness of a cellar aa in the breath 
of an apple orchard in blossom week. 
What a victory David got over himself 
when he closed the Psalms with six 
chapters ol "Pra'tte ye the Lord," say- 
Ing it over aud over again, until, in 
any other book, it would have become 
monotonous.

We grant there are mai.y 
honest and noble physicians who use 
alcoholics in their practice and pre- 
scribe them legitimately, and with this 
class we hale no quarrel. But we write 
now of that other ctyss of medical men, 
and we blush for our profession when 
we say that their number is large, who 
write prescriptions for any kind of 
liquor, in any quantity, for any person. 


This they do without reser\e, raring 


nothing for the degree of dissipation 
to which the person applying has gone, 
or for the reason lie designs for the 
use .of the beverage. 
The man who 


wants so much beer or whifky, he asks 
the doctor for a prescription, and the 
latter, conscienceless and without hon- 
or, complies with the request, pockets 
a paltry dime or quarter and sends the 
debauchee on his way! Yes, that doctor 
is not only without honor and con- 
science, but he is utterly lost to all 
self-respect. Sot only so, but he is n 
criminal of the most dangerous kind. 
Most dangerous because, while doing 
this damnable business, he poses as a 
man of respectability and honor and a 
promoter of the welfare of the com- 
munity in which he lives. Dangerous 
is he because he is a hypocrite.

We write of what we know. In a vil- 


Ic.ge near us prescriptions nre written 
in great numbers by graduates of the 
best colleges in the United States for 
ten cents apiece, and in our own Co- 
lumbus suburb T large business in this 
line is done for the same pittance. Our 
so-called drug store, whose proprietor 
is now on trial before the court for 
doing a saloon business without pay- 
ment of the Dow tax, hns sold fully 
1,200 
bottles of beer in the last three 


months, and this on the prescription 
of ph\iieians. These prescriptions are 
given to anyone who applies, and range 
from oiie-bnlf dozen to six dozen bot- 
tles o.teh, Xew Albnny. a village just 
cast of us. is having a similar experi- 
ence.

carried on by ncnrly nil "pharmacies" 
and dm"stores.—Sanatii-e Medicines.

It is the reserve corps of an army 


that enables the general to strike a 
decisive blow when the battle hangs in 
the balance. "1'rovidence is on the side 
of the last reserve" is one of the sayings 
attributed to Napoleon. It is the bal- 
ance \vhcel of the engine that distrib- 
utes its power and overcomes resistance 
by its stored-up momentum. It is the 
knowledge, experience and character, 
the accumulated mental and 
moral 


wealth that measures yonr real power 
and worth to-day; and the time of trial 
brings out the truth, how much of this 
reserve power you really have. We can 
draw from the bank of learning or of 
manhood just what we have Ktored 
there, not one ounce more, 
In any 


crisis Wfr stand or fall by our reserve 
power. Some one has said that we have 
only »o much real faith in God as we can 
bring to bear for our support and com- 
fort in the time of affliction or diffi 
cnlty.
